te This monthly publication, first published for Auguat 1978, contains Victorian labour force estimates 
derived from the population survey conducted throughout Australia each month by the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics, Before February 1976 the survey was conducted on a quarterly basis in the months of February, May, 
August, and November each year, 


THE POPULATION SURVEY 


2. The survey is based m a multi-stage area sample of private dwellings {about 6,500 houses, flats, | 

etc.) and non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, etc,) and covers about one half of one per cent of the

3, Since February 1978 survey estimates have been based on population estimates derived from the 1976 

Population Census, adjusted for under-enumeration, They were obtained by uging a new sample and revised | 
guesticnnaire, Estimates back to August 1971 have been revised on the new basis and are not comparable with l 
Victorian estimates contained in labour force publications issued by the ABS Canberra Office before February 1976.
